DID NOT RECEIVE TIP 


Refuses to Let Friends Pay $130 
Fine. Because His Cell Is 
Comfortable. 


Alexander Miller, a Glen Carbon coal 
miner, is a cheerful prisoner in the 
Edwardsville Jail, serving a 30-day sen: 
tence rather than pay a $130 fine. The 
fine was imposed becatuse he accommo- 
dated train passengers by getting two 


bottles of beer for them. He didn’t ge+ 
s0 much as a 5-cent tip for the service. 

It was a pretty stiff fine for accom- 
modating two strangers, but Miller isn’t 
grumbling. He couldn’t have earned 
more than $85 this month anyhow, and 
$130 is more than he ever earned in one 
month. He regards his jail sentence as 
a sort of promotion. 

Likes His Piace. 

This he explained when Mrs. Belle 
Miller, his mother, went to Edwards- 
ville Thursday with some friends of the 
young man to pay the fine, which they 
had raised among them 

Miller is employed at mine No. 2 of 
the Madison Coal Corporation at Glen 
Carbon, a mining village four - miles 
south of Bdwardsville. His work is 
about the mouth of the shaft. An IIli- 
nois Central excursion train was 
switched into a siding there not long 
since to let another train pass, and 
from the windows the passengers could 
see a saloon 30 yards away. Two of 
them went to the rear platform and 
called to Miller: 

“Say, can’t you get us some beer?’’ 

Miller took a quarter they handed 
him, ran to the saloon, got two bottles 
of beer. and returned, panting, with 
them and 5 cents in change. The men 
thanked him and accepted the change. 

Warrant Sworn Out. 

The matter came to the ears of 
revenue agents, and they swore out 
a warrant. Deputy Marshal Addle- 
man arrested Miller and took him to 
Springfield;-where..he went to trial 
before Judge Humphrey. 

A jury was impaneled and Miller 
pleaded guilty, supposing he would be 
allowed to explain. Judge Humphrey 
fined him $100, and the costs were $30. 

After Miller was taken Tuesday even- 
ing to jail, his friends at Glen Carbon 
heard of his imprisonment and raised 
the amount of the fine. But Miller, for 
the reasons stated, wouldn’t let them 
pay it, He is 2% years old and unmar- 


ried.

Hints at Formula for Making of 
Portland Cement and the 
Finding of New Worlds. 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—Andrew Car- 


negie today announced a gift of $10,000,- 


000 to the enuowment fund of Carnegie 

Institute of Researches at Washington. 
This brings his endowment to the in- 

stitution up to a total of $25,000,000. 

Coupled with the formal announce- 
ment was a declaration by Carnegie 
in New York that the work of the 
institution had cleared from blame 
the captain of a Britigh ship who 
ran his vessel on the rocks by prov- 
ing that the British Admiralty charts 
by which the captain was guided were 
two or three degrees astray. 

The discovery of 60,000 new worlds 
by Prof. Hale at the observatory on 
Mount Wilson, Cal., also was an- 
nounced. The observatory was es- 
tablished by the institution and its 
operation and discoveries afford Car- 
negie more delight, perhaps, than any 
other workings of the institution. 

Tells of Big Telescopes. 

Carnegie also announced that a far 
more 
has ever made is now under construc- 
tion for the Mount Wilson Observa- 
tory. With it he hopes to make pos- 
sible the discovery of still more celes- 
tial bodies. 

The new telescope will have a lens 
100 inches in diameter. Carnegie de- 
clares that “the whole world ‘is go- 
ing to listen to the oracle on top of 
Mount Wilson and in a few years we 
shall know more about the universe 
than Galileo and Copernicus ever 
dreamed of. I hope I shall live long 
enough to hear the revelations that 
are to come from Prof. Hale on 
Mount Wilson.” 

Work of His Yacht. 

In confirming a report of the endow- 
ment, Carnegie. said: 

“The report is correct. They had a 
large endowment before and this $10,- 
000,000 makes the total of their endow- 
ment $25,000,000, but the institution al- 
ready has achieved successes to justify 
even that sum. I believe that the re- 
search will repay tenfeld in service to 
the world. 

‘Doubtless you noticed in the tele- 
graphic news of yesterday that the 
yacht Carnegie has just reached Buenos 
Ayres. That yacht is the first one ever 
built with bronze substituted for iron; 
the latter deflects the magnetic needle 
and bronze does not. The result is that 
all former observations are inaccurate. 

“The Carnegie is going over all the 
seas year after year, putting the 
world right. That one service will 
give ample dividends on the whole 
$25,000,000, in my opinion. 

Cement Discovery. 

“Besides this, our own continent of 
America is able to pay back some 
of the great debt it owes to the older 
continent of Europe which has taught 
us so much. There is scarcely. any- 
thing that pleases me so much just 
now as the success of that little boat, 
the first of its kind. 

“But this is not all the institution is 
doing. It is experimenting in its geo- 
physical laboratories on the rocks and 
analyzing them and will soon be ready 
to show a formula for the making of 
Portland cement or concrete. . 
found that ingredient necessary and that 
invaluable material can be produced in 
any parto f the world, wherever the ele- 
ments are found. Hitherto, as I under- 
stand it, cement could only be made 
from certain comparatively rare de- 


posits. ss

Votes Bought Openly. 

It Was a strange sight in this city on 
election day to see the crowds which 
surrounded the polling places. To look 
it them one’would think that they were 
the business men of the city awaiting 
an opportunity to cast their ballot, and 
in some instances this was true, but in- 
stead of waiting to vote they were wait- 
ing for the political boss to come around 
and dole out tickets which entitled them 
to a certain amount of money. 

The system worked here was peculiar. 
When a purchased voter went into the 
booth he received a ballot and he had to 
return the one given to him by. the 
clerk. When that was handed over to 
the boss the seller received a meal or 
bread ticket. If it is a white ticket he 
is entitled to a loaf of Vienna bread, 
which in the vernacular of the buyer 
means that he was to receive $2 for his 
vote. If it was a blue ticket the seller 
got a loaf of rye bread or $. The 
negroes. were paid in tickets of various 
colors which called for from $1 to $5. 
Absolutely no records of any kind were 
kept. When the seller turned over his 
ticket he got his money and the inet- 
dent was closed. 

White Votes, Bought. 

It has beep learned that most of thé 
selling was done in the First Ward, the 
ward containing the most white voters, 
and ih a majority of cases these men 
own their homes, hold good jobs and are 
prominent in c..urch and social circles. 
Figures have been compiled to show 
that 8 per cent of the voting popula- 
tion of the First Ward sold their votes. 
The next in line was the Fifth Ward, 
which is also largely composed of white 
voters. The percentage here was about 
65, according to the figures furnished. 
Strangest of all is the Third Ward, 
which is inhabited almost exclusively 
by negroes. Here the percentage of 
sellers dwindled down to Jess than fifty. 
The other five wards of the city have a 
pretty clean record, as they are com- 
posed of men who toil in the mines and 
railroad shops and vote as they please, 
without the aid of money or suggestions 
from politicians. 

There has never been an agitation 
against. vote buying in-this county 
before. Ministers have mentioned it 
from their pulpits on several occa- 
sions and defeated candidates have 
charged it, but there has never been 
an agitation against it until this 
winter. The exposures in Adafns 
County, O., brought the matter to a 
head here, and Democratic and Re- 
publican newspapers took it up.

Reber told a Post-Dispatch 1eporter 
Friday that he was hedrtily' in sympa- 
thy with the campaign, and was doing 
all in his power to aid it. 

"I have appointed 200 men from the 
street, sewer, city lighting and \ wharf 
departments as special smoke inspec- 


.pors,” he said, ‘‘and have provided them 


with the charts. By determining exact- 
ly the density of the smoke they re- 
port, they can make better cases against 
the offenders. They will turn over the 
information they gather to Boiler In- 
spector Parker for prosecutions. 

“I will be glad to give these charts 
to the women who are trying to abate 
the nuigance.”’ 

The clubwomen are learning the causes 
of smoke, and how it can be avoided, 
by making inquiries of stokers in the 
basements of department houses and in 
factories and plants. 

Laundgy Engineer Explains, 

Mrs. Charles Claflin Allen, one of the 
charter members of the Women’s Smoke 
Abatement Association, was one of the 
first to begin the investigation of the 
subject at the fundamental point where 
amoke is either made or avoided. She 
told the other members of the associa- 
tion, at the last meeting at the Wednes- 
day Club rooms of her experience. 

“Frequently I passed a large laundry,” 
she said, ‘‘and I noticed each time that, 
in contrast with other chimneys, its 
stack was free from smoke. So a few 
days ago J went in and asked permis- 
sion to visit the engine room, and when 
I found the engineer, I told him what 
I had noticed. He explained to me that 
it was all due to careful firing. He said 
he used the ordinary fuel and that any 
fireman could be taught, as he had 
taught his fireman, to distribute the 
fuel so that it would be all expended in 
heat and none of it wasted in smoke.” 

Some others who live in apartments 
told of visits they had made to the 
basements of those establishments, and 
those who had not made such inquiries 
said they would seek opportunities to do 
80.

Bill Recognizing Southern City 
and Authorizing Commis- 


sion Is Reported. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—New Orleans 
today won the first round of.the fight 
for the Panama Exposition, when the 
Exposition Committee of the House, by 
a vote of 9 to 6, favore the city for the 
fair which will celebrate the opening of 
the Panama Canal in 1915. 

After long consideration of the claims 
of the Southern city and San Francisco, 
the committee voted to report favorably 
the bill recognizing New Orleans, au- 
thorizing the selection of a board of 
commissioners and making a Govern- 
ment exhibit.

But for 25 Years He Has Been 
Working as a Jani- 
tor. 


Richard Whitmore, “Custom House 


Dick.” who used to make the rounds 
of the levee saloons with Ulyases &. 
Grant in the days before the war when 
Grant wae « dierk in the liquor bond- 
ing department of the old custom house, 
is 11 at the City Hospital, homeless and 
penniless and almost fergotten. 

Whitmere, now well above 8 years 
of age, was one of the picturesque char- 
acters of St. Louis in the war days, 
and the ante-war days. The older gen- 


eration of the early sixties knew him 
as “Custom House Dick,” while the 
young folk referred to him as “The 
Matchmaker of Mahlers,” or as ‘‘Dandy 
Dick,”* from the great number of. mar- 
riages which he was instrumental in 
promoting at the dance hall and the 
scrupulous manner in ee he was 
always groomed. 

: Some Thought Him Dead. 

Until it became known that Whit- 
more had been taken to the hospital 
to die, the few persons in 8t.. Louis 
whose minds run back to 10 years 
before the Civil War, were of the im- 
pression that “Custom House Dick” 
had departed this life some time in 
the seventies. 

No one recognized the ‘decrepit old 
janitor when seevral days ago he fell 
unconscioug in a cafe at. Third ana 
Chestnut streets, where he had gone 
for a midday lunch. 

The janitor’s identity was estab- 
lished as “Custom House Dick” by 
Mrs. M. Duval Williams, who was a 
young girl when Whitmore was a 
social light half a century ago at the 
014 Mahler dance hall in Pine street. 
Whitmore had fame then as the man 
that hed probably taken more drinks 
of brandy with President Grant than 
any pther. 

‘T lost sight of him for 80 years,” 
Mrs. Williams told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “I presumed he was dead, 
in fact everyone seemed -to think ola 
Dick had died after leaving the cus- 
chains service. ye one day several 

8 ago as I was coming out of a 
a goods store rs met him on. the 
street. 3 
Janiter for 2% Years. 

“No, I'm not dead yet,’ he safid, 
‘T’'ve been a janitor along Third street 
for the last 25 years.’” 

‘From then on I inquired about him 
from time to time, and I was making 
an effort to get him into the Grdnd 
Avenue Memorial Home. Thursday 
when I sent a boy with a message for 
him to the place at Third and Chest- 
nut streets, where I knew he always 
took lunch, the messenger brought 
back word that the old janitor was 
in the hospital” 

Mrs. Williams was not the only 
person that has ever been surprised 
by an unexpected meeting with “Cus- 
tom House Dick.” . President Grant 
once had the same experience, Mrs. 
Williams narrates the following in- 
cident: 

“After Grant was President he came 
back for a visit with friends in the 
St. Louis Custom House. Dick was 
loafing on the stairway. ‘Hello, Gen- 
eral,’ he called to President Grant. 

“Why, Dick,’ said Grant, in gur- 
prise, ‘are you here yet?” 

“‘T'm going to stay here as long as 
the job does, Genefal,’’” replied Dick.” 

Whitmore told of the incident in.a 
talk with a Post-Dispatch reporter 
at the City Hospital. 

Grant Was Older, 


“Gen. Grant,’ said Dick, “wag about 
15 years older than I, but he used to 
like to take me along with him when 
he went around to sample the bonded 
whisky. I was in the steamboat in- 
spection service then. One of the 
younger fellows in the office, who 
did not know that Grant and I hae 
been chums, complained to Col. Dan- 
lel G, Taylor, then Supervisor, about 
my addressing the President as “Gen- 
eral,”’ 

“Ig the President In the building?’ 
asked the Colonel. 

He then told me to go and tell the 
President he wanted te see him be- 
fore he left. Grant came back with 
me and Ool. Taylor said: 

General, I don’t want this office.

Postmaster:Gencral Uses Patron-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2. —Postmaster- 
General Hitchcock again f: using Fed- 
eral patronage to contro’ Southern 
delegates to the next natiojal conven- 
tion of the Republican party.

He is 
charged with using the patronage to control his 
party organization. 

But mayors have used the patronage as a 
means of obtaining the support of municipal 
legislators for their own ends. Appropriation 
bills and other legislation have been pushed 
through the Municipal Assembly by spoils in- 
fluences. The practice of holding up measures 
in the Municipal Assembly, especially in the 
House of Delegates, for a share of the “pie” 
has not been uncommon. The worst administra- 
tions St. Louis has had have been those of 
mayors who were the products of spoils machines 
and who used the power of the patronage for un- 
worthy ends. The worst abuses of the worst 
municipal administrations have been. due to the 
misuse of the appointive power to build up po- 
litical machines; control party organizations, 
satisfy ‘machine bosses and influence the action 
of municipal legislators. 

The adoption of the new charter would put an 
end to all of these abuses and corrupting prac- 
tices. It would eliminate the possibility of the 
Mayor’s abuse of patronage influences to serve 
his personal and political interests. The new 
charter substitutes the merit system for the 
spoils system. It provides for a civil service and 
takes out of the hands of the Mayor and the 
heads of municipal departments the power to se- 
lect subordinates for personal or political reasons. 
In depriving the mayoralty and the department 
heads of this power, it strikes down the greatest 
menace to good government in this city. It wipes 
out one of the chief sources of official corruption 
and boss domination. 

Some charter opponents assume that the Mayor 
might misuse his power to appoint administra- 
tive heads, particularly members of the Civil 
Service Commission, to gain control of the patron- 
age. The assumption requires in the mayoralty 
a corrupt monster wholly lacking in conscience, 
honor and self-respect. It requires that he vio- 
late the law and his oath of office and that his 
appointees be unscrupulous men who would vio- 
late the law and their oaths of office to do his 
bidding. It requires that all of them defy public 
opinion. It demands an extraordinary capacity 
and courage for infamy. It takes no account 
of the recall, nor of the power of an independent 
Council to remove the Mayor for misconduct. 

If Mr. Schutz wants for St. Louis the oppor- 
tunity to have a clean, independent, untempted, 
uninfluenced and unterrified legislative body he 
should support the new charter.

The Selden Engine. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I am quite sure the records do not support 
some of the assertions made by M. P. 8 in his 
letter on the Selden automobile patent. Three 
standard works which I have consulted give 1884 
and 1885 as the dates when Daimler, the Ger- 
man, invented his gasoline engine. In any event, 
those fighting the Selden patent in the courts 
have never urged that Daimler was a predeces- 
sor. 

No one has ever claimed that Selden origi- 
nated the idea of using expanding gases for mo- 
tive power. Dr. Otto, instead of being the in- 
ventor of the gas engine was about the last 
of. a line of inventors in that field. His 
patent was granted in 1876. Lenoir was granted 
a patent in 1860 and back of that the records 
go to 1794. These types, however, were of 
no value to Selden in working out the in- 
vention he had in mind... Both were stationary 
engines, the first with the enormous weight of 
1600 pounds per horsepower, as against Selden’s 
10 (or thereabouts) and the Lenoir engine had 
the almost ridiculous weight of 6000 pounds per 
horsepower. Neither could have moved itself. 
That, however, is not of so much consequence 
as the difference in mechanical details which 
caused the lower courts to ignore altogether the 


claim of the Otto type.
